Proposed J. G 
Is Defeated By 
Large Margin 


$525,000 HIGH SCHOOL 
DEFEATED, 1096 - 1502 


Monterey’s proposed high 
school and junior college bond 
last Tuesday met defeat when 
the townspeople of Monterey 
and vicinity voted against the 
new $525,000 high school. 

Rivalry of another junior col- 
lege in Monterey county met de- 
feat by 1096 who voted yes, to 
1502 who voted no. Instead of 
obtaining the necessary two- 
thirds majority of the 2614 votes 
cast, the bond issue was defeated 
by a two-thirds vote.

J. C. Improvement 
Building Project 
In Second Week 


Under the supervision of gen- 
eral contractor P. T. Wallstrum, 
hammers are whacking and saws 
are buzzing on the construction 
of the six new class rooms at the 
rear of the main junior college 
building. The cost of the entire 
project has been estimated. at 
$28,000. Ground was broken last 
week and the foundations have 
already been laid. Completion 
is scheduled in 160 days. 

Besides the class rooms, there 
will be a publication office; fire- 
proof vault; public lobby, and 
recording, registration, student, 
and presidential offices. 

For the past week, students 
have been forced to pick their 
way over the debris in order to 
get into the building by the 
north entrance. The steps have 
been swung around in the op- 
posite direction to make way for 
the construction. Students peer- 
ing out of the back windows 
have seen foundations slowly 
taking shape under the steady 
work which has been going on 
for the last two weeks. Frame- 
work will begin as soon as the 
foundations are ready.

Janitor's Wife 
Eye Witness to 
Foreign Crisis 


CZECHS; UNDER MARTIAL 
LAW AFTER HITLER TALK 


The Czech crisis has quieted 
down, but we are now being 
brought closer to the recent 
field of European controversies 
by letters from Mrs. Clarence 
McDougall, the janitor’s wife; 
who arrived last Tuesday in 
Montreal, Canada. She has spent 
the last six months visiting her 
mother and sister in Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

After Hitler’s famous speech 
last month, Mrs. McDougall 
writes, 21 people were killed and 
60 injured in Czechoslovakia. Af- 
ter this incident the Sudeten ter- 
ritory was put. under martial 
law. Anyone found breaking the 
regulations was given a two hour 
court martial, and if he was 
found guilty, he was either exe- 
cuted or sentenced to from five 
to twenty years at hard labor. 
With the coming of martial law, 
there was no more internal 
trouble in Czechoslovakia. 

From the little village where 
Mrs. McDougall was. staying, 
near Prague, 48 young men were 
sent to defend the frontier be- 
cause of the impending danger of 
war. According to Mrs. Mc- 


Dougall, the Czechs were not 
afraid of the Germans. 

Mrs. McDougall left Salinas on 
May 4, spent a few days in Chi- 


cago, and sailed from New York: 


May 11 on the Queen Mary. Af- 
ter landing in France and stop- 
ping overnight in Paris, she went 
through Germany to get to 
Czechoslovakia. Mr. McDougall 
expects his wife home the first 
of next week.
